ICELAND WOULD CEASE HARASSEMENT OF BRITISH TRAWLERS. 
LUNS TOLD THE NATO COUNCIL THAT PRIME MINISTER HEATH

GENERAL IS CAUTIOUSLY OPTIMISTIC THAT A RUPTURE IN

IZATION PASSED WITHOUT ANY CHANGE IN THE STATUS QUO. 
GRACE PETROLEUM AGREED SEPTEMBER 29 TO LIBYA'S DEMAND 
FOR 51 PERCENT NATIONALIZATION, AND THE MINISTER OF 
PETROLEUM REPORTEDLY SET UP FIVE COMMITTEES ON SEPTEMBER 
30 TO DETERMINE COMPENSATION FOR COMPANIES NOT ACCEPTING 
NATIONALIZATION. THESE COMPANIES ARE: MOBIL, TEXACO AND 
SOCAL, SHELL, ESSO AND LIBYAN AMERICAN OIL, AND NELSON

4. ARAB TERRORIST INCIDENT 
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AUSTRIAN CHANCELLOR KREISKY TOLD OUR AMBASSADOR TO 
VIENNA THAT AUSTRIA WILL CONTINUE TO ALLOW SOVIET 
CITIZENS TO TRANSIT AUSTRIA, BUT THAT FACILITATIVE 
ASSISTANCE, SUCH AS THE SCHOENAU CAMP, WOULD BE PHASED 
OUT. AFTER OUTLINING THE CONTEXT WITHIN WHICH HE MADE 
THIS DECISION, KREISKY SAID THAT, DESPITE NEGATIVE 
WORLD REACTION, HE IS PREPARED TO RESIGN RATHER THAN

6. CHILE WILLING TO PAY COMPENSATION 

A SPOKESMAN FOR THE FOREIGN OFFICE TOLD EMBASSY SANTIAGO 
THAT "ELEMENTARY JUSTICE" REQUIRES CHILE PAY COMPENSA- 
TION TO US COPPER COMPANIES, AND THAT FOREIGN MINISTER 
HUERTA IS PREPARED, IF THE US WISHES, TO HOLD PRELIM- 
INARY DISCUSSIONS DURING HIS US VISIT. THE SETTLEMENT 
WITH CERRO WILL HAVE TO USE A FORMULA SHOWING A SLIGHT 
IMPROVEMENT OVER THE "UNDER THE TABLE" DEAL NEGOTIATED 
BY THE ALLENDE GOVERNMENT. CHILE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO 
REACH AN AGREEMENT WITH KENNECOTT THROUGH ADJUDICATION
